BOTH the English Defence League 
march and the counter-protest by 
We Are Luton passed without trou¬ 
ble yesterday. 

The two rallies held in the town - 
We Are Luton’s in Wardown Park, and 
the EDL’s in Park Street - yielded just 
one arrest and there were only a few 
minor incidents. 

During the We Are Luton proces¬ 
sion, which included the group 
United Against Fascism, a number of 
protesters appeared to attempt to 
break off from the route on Telford 
Way to enter Bury Park, but police 
were quickly able to prevent this. 

Meanwhile, outside the G Casino, 
in Cumberland Street, the EDL 
march was called to a halt when a 
man collapsed. 

Medics from both the EDL and 
police were called to help him but 
when they tried to enter the group to 
treat him, a large group of support¬ 
ers threw missiles, including bottles 
at them. 

Shortly after 2.30pm both groups 
dispersed, and the EDL supporters 
were moved back to their coaches 
and the train station.

AROUND 500 English Defence League support¬ 
ers turned up - some from as far as Norway, 
Holland and Denmark. 

Many arrived first thing in the morning, from 
around 8am, when three pubs, The Edge, Bat 
and Barrell and The Chequers, were opened to 
serve drinks and allow them somewhere to wait. 

A large group also gathered in the car park 
under Park Street viaduct, next to The Edge, 
where a live band was playing. 

Shortly after 12.30pm the group started to 
assemble, behind four police lines, to start their 
procession along Cumberland Street. 

As the group arrived at the side of G Casino, 
close to the junction with Park Street West, a few 
scuffles broke out and a man was seen to have 
collapsed. It is unclear at the time of going to 
press what had happened to the man. 

Some EDL members nearby began throwing 
missiles, including bottles, at them. 

Smoke bombs and bangers were also being set 
off, with some of the explosives aimed directly at 




the police lines, but the march was generally 
peaceful. 

However, after a short regroup the formation 
continued down towards the roundabout at Park 
Street and Church Street where speeches were 
heard from leader Tommy Robinson, Kevin 
Carroll and spokesman Tony Curtis. 

Tommy Robinson, who had earlier been 
announced as vice chairman of the British 
Freedom Party, called on the EDL to continue to 
fight against the Discover Islam Centre - which 
opened in the town in March. 

He said: “I never wanted to become a politi¬ 
cian, but I do want to make a change so I will be 
standing in elections. 

“This isn’t the end of the EDL, we’ve just found 
a political party that share our ideologies.” 

The policies of the British Freedom Party, 
which formed in October 2010, include halting 
mass immigration, withdrawing from the 
European Union and defending free speech. 

Paul Weston, the current party chairman, said: 



“The movement in Luton three years ago marked 
a decisive turning point in this country. 

“It was the moment when British people began 
to reassert their national pride and started to 
resist the forces that will, unless stopped, destroy 
the culture, traditions and precious freedoms of 
Great Britain that so many have given their lives 
for.” 

After a speech from Kevin Carroll, EDL sup¬ 
porters were escorted back to their coaches and 
cars, leaving the town peacefully shortly before 
3pm.

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United front shows 
disdain for the EDL 



AROUND 1,000 people turned up to the 
We Are Luton counter-demonstration 
against the EDL yesterday. 

People of all ages, faiths and religions 
were on the march in the town with 
some travelling from as far as Liverpool 
and Birmingham to be a part of the 
event. 

Chants of ‘EDL, go to hell, take your 
Nazi friends as well’ and ‘Whose streets? 
Our streets’ filled the air to a background 
of drums and rattles as the protesters 
made their way from Wardown Park on 
their procession route. 

The only incident that occurred was on 
Telford Way, when a group of around 50 
protesters attempted to leave the route 
and enter Bury Park, but police quickly 
moved to restore order. 

After the protest finished in Wardown 
Park, both Luton North Labour MP 
Kelvin Hopkins and MEP Richard Howitt 
said how proud they were of those that 
had come out to support the We Are 
Luton march. 

Mr Hopkins said: “Luton has a magnifi¬ 
cent history of opposing racism and fas¬ 
cism. 

“It was unfortunate that the EDL came 
to cause problems, but the massive and 
overwhelming majority of people from 
Luton have shown that they support our 
message. 


“Today we’ve shown the EDL are not 
welcome here.” 

Mr Howitt said: “The last of the far right 
British National Party councillors elected 
in four towns across this region were 
defeated this week. 

“In light of the announcement of the 
EDL leader that he will stand for election 
with the British Freedom Party, I would 
like to warn him, that he too will be 
defeated. 

“We are not scared of the EDL or the 
British Freedom Party and we showed 
that today. 

Speaking before the event, police Chief 
Superintendent Mike Colbourne, said: 
“There is a large police presence here 
today, and I’d like to thank officers from 
neighbouring forces who have given up 
their days off to work with us on this 
large-scale event.”

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Man arrested after sudden death in flat 


DETECTIVES are investigating 
the sudden death of a 42-year-old 
man whose body was found in a 
flat. 

Officers were called to the prop¬ 
erty in New Bedford Road, Luton, 
just before 8pm on Thursday 
evening following a call from a 
member of the public. 

A 44-year-old from the same 


address was arrested in connec¬ 
tion with the death on suspicion 
of administering a noxious sub¬ 
stance. 

A post mortem will be carried 
out to establish the cause of 
death after which the deceased 
will be identified. 

Scenes of Crimes Officers also 
attended the flat, and completed 


their investigation at noon on 
Friday.

Woman with dementia 
is left on bus overnight

THE council’s chief executive 
has promised that ‘action will be 
taken’ after an elderly dementia 
sufferer was left on a council 
minibus for 14 hours. 

The woman, who is in her 80s, 
should have been taken to her flat 
at Jill Jenkins Court extra care 
home after attending Hockwell 
Ring Day Centre on Monday 
afternoon. 

But she was left on the bus 
overnight at Luton Borough 
Council’s Kingsway depot and 
was only discovered at 7am the 
following day by a driver, having 
been alone there for 14 hours. 

The driver of the minibus was 
‘suspended without prejudice’ 
the same day and an internal 
investigation has been launched. 

It is unclear whether the driver 
who found the woman was the 
same person who parked the bus 
the previous day. 

Jill Jenkins Court is managed by 
Bedfordshire Pilgrims Housing 
Association (BPHA) and 24-hour 
in house care is provided by 
Westminster Homecare. 

A multi-agency adult safeguard¬ 
ing meeting organised by the 
council took place on Wednesday 
to investigate how the woman 
was left on the minibus, why an

alarm was not raised earlier and 
to ensure immediate action had 
been taken to safeguard all users 
of the service. 

Council chief executive Trevor 
Holden said: “Senior officers from 
the council met with our client’s 
family as soon as possible on 
Tuesday to make sure everything 
is being done for her continued 
welfare and to express how very, 
very sorry we are that this 
appalling incident took place. 

“We are deeply shocked that 
something has gone so seriously 
wrong and we will do everything 
we can to find out exactly what 
took place and ensure it cannot 
happen again.” 


The council has put a tempo¬ 
rary procedure in place to ensure 
every passenger transport vehicle 
is checked before the end of each 
day, which will remain in force 
until further notice. 

Mr Holden added: “We deeply 
regret the distress caused to 
everyone affected. Action will be 
taken. The family members are 
understandably distressed and 
we are providing ongoing round- 
the-clock support for them. They 
have told us they do not wish to 
be part of any media enquiry and 
have asked us to help ensure they 
are protected from this. 

“We are also taking extremely 
seriously our duty of care towards 
our member of staff.” 

A BPHA spokeswoman said: 
“Our extra care schemes differ 
slightly in that we do provide 
additional services by visiting 
most residents every weekday to 
ensure that they are okay. This is 
separate from any care arrange¬ 
ments that residents have. 

“Like all agencies involved with 
this resident we have been 
extremely concerned to hear of 
what happened to her on 
Monday night and our overriding 
priority has been to safeguard her 
welfare.” 

Nicki Connell, operations man¬ 
ager for Westminster Homecare, 
declined to comment.

inquest has been 
opened and adjourned 
to a date to be set.

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Trial of bomb ‘conspirator’ gets underway 


THE trial of a man accused of 
conspiring with the Luton man 
who blew himself up in 
Stockholm has started. 

It is alleged that Nasserdine 
Menni, whose age is not known, 
conspired with Taimour al-Abdaly 
Abdulwahab of Argyll Avenue, 
Luton, and others at addresses in 
Glasgow, Luton and Bedford, as 
well as in Sweden, Syria and Iraq, 
between January 1, 2003 and 
March 8, 2011. 


Abdulwahab blew himself up in 
the Swedish capital on December 
11,2010, and was the only 
fatality. 

Menni, who is from Glasgow 
where he was arrested, is also 
charged with transferring sums 
of money to or for the use of 
Abdulwahab by unknown means, 
between January 2005 and 
December 2010, in the 
knowledge or with reasonable 
cause to suspect that they would 


or may be used for the purposes 
of terrorism. It is also alleged 
that he repeatedly 
communicated with Abdulwahab 
in person, by phone, email, 
voice-over internet protocol 
systems and by other unknown 
means to discuss ways to pursue 
the conspiracy between January 
1, 2003 and December 11,2010. 

Menni, who is on trial at the 
High Court in Glasgow, denies all 
the charges against him. 


New encampment 
stops bollard work

THE installation of a bollard 
aimed at preventing travellers 
gaining access to Stockwood Park 
has been delayed - as there are are 
travellers currently on the site. 

After agreeing to install the 
item, Luton Borough Council had 
materials delivered to the site in 
Luton, on April 21 with a view to 
work being completed on April 
23. 

However, on the morning of 
April 23, 11 caravans gained 
access to the park preventing the 
work from going ahead. 

The group accessed the same 
area as the previous encamp¬ 
ment, before moving to the hard

surface of the car park at the rear 
of the Stockwood Discovery 
Centre following the wet weather. 

This is the third time in two 
months that travellers have man¬ 
aged to get onto the site, all 
apparently through the Farley Hill 
entrance. 

One resident, who we agreed 
not to name, said: “It’s becoming 
a nightmare. It is frustrating that 
these travellers appear to have 


got in the same way as the 
previous groups, it just feels like 
nothing is being done.” 

A council spokesman said: “A 
new traveller encampment 
arrived in Stockwood Park on 
Monday therefore delaying the 
necessary works to be carried out. 

“We are currently going through 
the standard eviction process and 
anticipate the travellers will be 
moved on by the end of next week 
and the bollard will be installed as 
soon as possible once the site is 
clear.” 

Jane Showell, spokeswoman for 
the Stockwood Discovery Centre 
said: “We have not closed 
Stockwood Discovery Centre. We 
are open as usual and we have 
not had any complaints.”

Airline wants to improve 
transport in airport plans

EASYJET has put forward its own 
plans to expand the airport 
claiming it is ‘not as good as it 
could be’. 

The Luton-based airline has 
launched its strategic vision for 
the airport, which will go up 
against two plans already put for¬ 
ward - one by owners London 
Luton Airport Limited (LLAL), 
and another by operators London 
Luton Airport Operations 
Limited. 

Included in the easyjet docu¬ 
ment are ideas to improve rail 
access and remove the charge for 
the shuttle bus from Luton 
Airport Parkway station as well as 
improving the terminal by creat¬ 
ing more seating and retail out¬ 
lets. 

Earlier in the year, the council 
announced that it wanted to grow 


passenger numbers to 18 million 
a year and consulted on its plans, 
while shortly afterwards the oper¬ 
ators released its proposition to 
improve the airport. 

Currently the airline carries 50 
per cent of the airport’s passen¬ 
gers and employs more than 1,000 
people at the airport. 

Carolyn McCall, easyjet chief 
executive, said: “Our mission is to 
make travel easy and affordable. 

“It’s clear that at present London 


Luton Airport is not as good as it 
could be, and it should be posi¬ 
tioned to play a bigger part in 
overall airport capacity in London 
and the South East. 

“We therefore broadly welcome 
the infrastructure development 
plans from the council and 
London Luton Airport Operations 
Limited.” 

Owners LLAL did not come back 
to us before our deadline with a 
comment.

Current 
veterinary products are prescrip¬ 
tion strength, safe and highly effec¬ 
tive, given the correct dose. 

All dosages on these products are 
weigh-based, hence an accurate 
weight record is essential. 

If Mr Tucker were a client of ours, 
he would find, as long as his pet 
has been seen by a vet within the 
last year, he could weigh her as 
often as he liked free of charge and 
purchase these products over the 
counter. Furthermore, if he were to 
be at all concerned about her 
weight he could talk to a qualified 
nutritionist free of charge.

Imagination is now needed 
to revamp school PE lessons 


S choolgirls don’t like pe 

shock. This is the latest 
piece of ground breaking 
university research, which 
follows on from poor people have 
a worse diet than those better 
off and voters are fed up with 
politicians. 

Also, and this will amaze you, it 
gets worse as the girls get older. 
My youngest daughter is still at 
that age where she often just 
runs for no particular reason other 
than the joy of running. But even 
she, at nine years old, is already 
developing a dislike for PE. 

I can remember my eldest 
going through her teenage years 
and the worst punishment that 
could be inflicted was to make 
her undertake some kind of 
exercise. Getting out of bed was 
often a mental and physical 
struggle.And the number of 
excuses for missing PE or games 
was legion. She had more 
medical ailments than an average 
central African hospital. 

In fact I was once asked by the 
PE teacher if our family had a 
history of sickness, dizziness and 
in-growing toe nails. 

Of course teenage girls have 
more things going on with their 
body that boys - facial spots or 
growing hair in unfamiliar places 
would rarely get you out of the 
cross-country run. The issue of a 
girl’s body shape matters more, 
to both girls and boys, which is 
more exposed in sports kit. There 
is as well the issue of kit. When I 
was at school PE was separated 
along gender lines, to avoid 
potential embarrassment or 


worse. But games afternoons 
were not, so one or two boys 
often feigned injury to watch the 
hockey being played. 

The girls used to wear ‘divided 
skirts’, which were the forerunner 
of culottes and designed so that 
there would be no show of 
knickers. For some girls the 
chance to show their knickers 
was a plus point, so not all skirts 
remained divided, which ensured 
the undivided attention of the 
boys. 

Nonetheless girls in general did 
not merely hate the physical 
nature of PE and games, but also 
the whole business of sweating, 
getting dirty and especially 
messing up the hair-do. 

Then there is the changing 
rooms, followed by the 
communal shower, which was 
usually freezing cold. 

And what is it about PE 
teachers? Why did so many of 
them look and behave as though 
they had been trained by an army 
drill sergeant and the last thing 
they wanted to see was anyone 
enjoying themselves? And did 
they not - for boys as well as girls 
- fuss over the talented ones and 
humiliate the rest? 

The present Mrs Lowe would 
recognise much of what has 
been said. She told me that on 
her school report against PE it 


once read: ‘D minus - rather 
earthbound’. Some might say 
little has changed. 

Have no fear though, girls of 
this land, help is at hand. 

The Women’s Sports and 
Fitness Foundation is writing to 
all schools offering advice on 
how to make sports lessons 
more appealing to girls. 

I wish them luck. One 
suggestion is to introduce Zumba 
classes for girls instead of PE. 

I have no idea if this would work 
but do remember country 
dancing being an option when I 
was at school. 

My dad always said men should 
try everything at least once, 
except incest and country 
dancing, with which I totally 
agree. But then dancing for 
teenage boys was about as 
attractive as PE for girls. 

Perhaps it is time for schools to 
drop PE for boys and girls and 
use a little imagination. 

The gyms could contain rowing 
machines instead of vaulting 
horses and medicine balls. 

Even better, teenagers could be 
offered alternatives or even 
asked what they would like to do 
in order to remain healthy and 
maintain fitness levels. 

For some, though, the forged 
note from home will still remain 
the best option.

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Man’s wing mirror 
nabbed three times

A DRIVER has spoken out after 
the casing for his wing mirror 
was stolen three times in three 
weeks. 

Thomas Fields, 49, of Seaton 
Road, Luton, noticed that the cas¬ 
ings for his black Vauxhall Astra 
had been taken while he was 
caring for his mother at her home 
in Oak Road. 

Mr Fields (pictured) has now 
spent a total of £36 on three 
replacement wing mirror casings, 
which were then spray painted to 
match the colour of his car. 

He said: “It is very frustrating. 

“This casings have been taken 
each Friday for the last three 
weeks. 

“I used to take such pride in my 
car but now I can’t be bothered. 

“I wouldn’t replace it if I could 
get away with it, but if I didn’t 
water would get into the electrics 
of my car which would just make 


the problem worse.” Last June, 
there was a spate of colour-coded 
wing mirror casings being stolen 
from cars, with 81 offences 
reported between January and 
June 2011. 

Fifty-three of the thefts were 
from Vauxhalls, with Mark 4 and 5 
Astras being the most commonly 
stolen type. 

A spokeswoman from 
Bedfordshire Police said: “We are 
unaware of any spate of wing mir¬ 


ror thefts in Bedfordshire at this 
time. 

“Wing mirror casings are not 
cheap to replace and because 
they are not marked by the man¬ 
ufacturers, even if we find them 
it’s difficult to trace them back to 
their rightful owners and prove 
they are stolen. 

“We advise people to write their 
postcode and house number on 
the bottom outside edge on the 
casing using ultraviolet markers.”

TRAVEL REVIEW 

BRIGHTON 


IT was one of those surreal 
moments that is best passed on by 
picture, unfortunately using a cam¬ 
era in Brighton’s stunning Royal 
Pavilion is prohibited. 

In the Music Room, around 20 most 
likely tourists were sat, backs to the 
wall, eyes rolling at its majesty as 
they listened, via phone-type audio 
guide, to its history. 

From the doors to their left 
emerged two people, the bride, 
resplendent in white, and groom, 
who made their way to the centre of 
the room and had their special day 
captured forever. 

No one looked up, not an eyelid 
was batted or a sound uttered. Then 
the happy couple left with as little 
ceremony as they had arrived. 

It’s true that visiting one of the most 
impressive council owned facilities in 
the country is a riveting experience. 

Once the home of King George IV it 
has retained most of its glories, 
lovingly restored in parts where 


damage had occurred through fire 
and freak winds. 

It’s a key cultural highlight on a visit 
to one of Britain’s most vibrant and 
cosmopolitan cities. 

Each day thousands of people head 
off from Bedford and Luton towards 
Brighton on the Thameslink service 
. . . but most don’t get there, instead 
they get off in London. The nearest 
I’d been to Brighton in the last ten 
years was Gatwick airport, so it was 
quite novel finally making it to the 
end of the line. 

There’s a lively feel to Brighton and 
if there is anywhere outside the larg¬ 
er cities with more shops, then I’d be 
amazed. There are big hotel chains in 
abundance, including the Grand, 
which was bombed in 1984. 

None of that for us, we took to 
Kemptown, home to the town’s gay 
quarter. There’s a bohemian feel 
about the place, full of shops, bars 
and restaurants all doing a roaring 
trade. 

We stayed at the White House, a 
refined boutique hotel, set in a 
regency property close to the seafront. 

It is immaculately decorated, and 


you can smell the warm welcome 
before you get to the front door. The 
breakfast laid on by Sean, smoked 
salmon and eggs, almost matched 
the full English a day earlier. 

It was the perfect bolthole and but 
150 yards from the tiny Hand in 
Hand pub, where arty pictures of 
naked women from a bygone era are 
among those on the ceiling while the 
wallpaper is actually newsprint, 
some of it having been there an 
awful long time. 

There was quite a lot to get through 
on a miserable wet weekend - aren’t 
they all - but we still saw youngsters 
on the rocky beach barbecuing ahead 
of the rain, found fish and chips just 
off the prom at the legendary Harry 
Ramsden’s and while the Ladyboys of 
Bangkok show was alluring to many, 
we headed off instead to Komedia for 
a night at the Comedy club. 

Nearly 300 people were shoe¬ 
horned inside the premises, some 
hen parties, a couple of stags, and no 
one was short of good cheer as three 
comics of varying humour produced 
a bellyful of laughs. 

The seafront is dominated by the 


huge big wheel and you don’t have to 
look far from it to see the Brighton 
marina, a short bus or taxi ride out¬ 
side the town. Its mix of cafes, shops 
and bars pull in the tourist, but not 
today in the rain and wind. The 
moored yachts are an attraction in 
themselves. Heaven in sunshine. 

Brighton has something for every¬ 
one, whether a stroll to the fair¬ 
ground or bar on the pier to its vast 
array of high profile stores in its main 
shopping area. We take to the 
famous Lanes, an area of quaint 
shops, intermingled with restaurants 
and drop into Gars for a Chinese. 

In the basement 18 hens are living 
it up with food and as much drink as 
they want. It seems the bride to he’s 
evening to remember will be one of a 
rousing song on the karaoke and 
almost certainly the need for anoth¬ 
er meal before the end of the night. 

The popular fringe festival which has 
just begun, a three-week extravaganza 
of arts and entertainment, will bring 
more visitors flocking to Brighton - 
but even without it, they won’t be 
disappointed by what they find.

(iii) the maintenance, improvement or reconstruction of any road; 

(iv) the supply of gas, water or electricity; 

(v) the placing, maintenance or removal of any traffic sign; or 

(vi) any statutory powers or duties of a local authority.

Motoring journalists 
are guiltier than most of 
bandying terms like 'game 
changer' but the Chevrolet 
Volt is exactly that. 

While manufacturers of pure electric 
vehicles may bleat that if you use the 
Volt as intended, you're hauling 
around the unnecessary ballast of an 
internal combustion engine, most of 
us will be prepared to do that for the 
sheer convenience it offers the rest 
of the time.

Therefore, when the Volt 'runs out' 
of battery, it still drives like an 
electric car with that trademark 
surge of torque. 

With the Volt you wont have to drive 
with one panicked eye on the battery 
level, wondering when you're going 
to be left stranded. 

With a bit of juice in the petrol tank 
you've always got that get out of jail 
free card. 

This unlikely vehicle has changed 
the complexion of green motoring.

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Amari return adds 
fear factor for rivals 

AMARI Morgan-Smith’s return will spark more 
cause for concern in the Wrexham camp, 
Luton manager Paul Buckle believes. 

The striker made a cameo appearance late 
in the 2-0 play-off semi-final first leg victory 
over the Welsh side on Thursday to mark his 
first piece of action since January. 

It had originally been thought that the ten- 
goal marksman would not feature again this 
season due to a troublesome hamstring injury. 

Current front pairing of Andre Gray and 
Stuart Fleetwood scored the goals against 
the Red Dragons at Kenilworth Road to 
emphasise their current purple patch. 

But asked if the added availability of 
Morgan-Smith will be an extra worry their 
rivals, Buckle said: “I think it will. 

“His goal record shows that he’s a strong 
lad and very aggressive.

“Fleetwood is very skilful and Gray’s very 
aggressive so it’s a dangerous combination.

And with the extra competition up front, 
Buckle hopes that could spur his target men 
on to even greater heights. 

“Gray and Fleetwood were fantastic with 
and without the ball [against Wrexham]. 

With Amari coming back in there, who 
knows? Players are not silly, they look over 
their shoulder all the time and I’m trying to 
create a healthy environment where there 
is real competition. 

“With Morgan-Smith sitting on the bench 
they’ve got some serious competition.”

GODFREY Poku is the only doubt ahead of 
Luton Town’s play-off second leg trip to 
Wrexham tomorrow (4.30pm) but manager 
Paul Buckle won’t risk him or any other 
player if they’re not 100 per cent fit.

“We know what the game is going 
to be like, they are going to come at 
us and be very direct. 

“But we’ve got the advantage and 
I’d much rather have a lead than be 
chasing one. We’ve got something 
to protect.” 

Speaking of the first leg, the strik¬ 
er said: “We were fantastic, we were 


great in attack and we were great in 
defence. We’re perhaps a little dis¬ 
appointed that we didn’t kill the 
game off with a few more goals, but 
going to Wrexham two goals up is 
fantastic. 

“We’re reaping the rewards of our 
hard work. All the lads put in a 
tremendous shift, we looked fitter 
and stronger than them and kept 
our sixth clean sheet in a row.” 

Fleetwood also admitted that his 
game has improved under new 
manager Paul Buckle, thanks to 
more training sessions. 

He said: “The gaffer has been 
holding extra training sessions after 


the normal ones with all of the 
strikers. We all know what each oth¬ 
ers’ strengths are, so whether its 
me, Gray, Macca [Craig McAllister] 
or Amari [Morgan-Smith] that are 
paired up, we know what we are 
doing. 

“We are trying to chase balls down 
more and create our own luck. It’s 
something that we’ve all got in our 
make-up but we weren’t doing 
under the old boss, which is down 
to us. 

“But it’s something the manager is 
keen on and we’ve all been told if 
we don’t do it, we’re not going to be 
in the team.” 


Hatters boss Buckle won't rack brains over Wrexham’s plans 


WITH Luton Town in the box seat to 
reach the Blue Square Bet Premier 
play-off final, manager Paul Buckle 
has said that he won’t be worrying 
about what opponents Wrexham do 
in tomorrow’s decisive return clash, 
writes James Cunliffe. 

The Hatters put in a stunning 
performance in the first leg at 
Kenilworth Road on Thursday to win 
2-0 and could have had more but it 
gives them the upper hand going 
into the away tie in Wales. 

“I won’t rack my brains to find out 
what is in their minds,” said Buckle, 
adding: “It doesn’t interest me what 
Wrexham or any team does. 

“What I’m interested in is that I get 
every last ounce out of my team and 
the squad. At the moment I’m 
getting that and we are all very 
focused on this game.” 

He added: “Both teams will know 
more about each other now and both 
sides will have a plan but I’d like to 
concentrate on us again. We don’t 


have to change too much. We’ll go 
for a win and to try to keep a clean 
sheet again. We are getting our 
rewards. I’ve spoken about hard work 
and discipline and, though it doesn’t 
guarantee success, it gives you an 
opportunity for it.” 

With their last victory arguably 
their best performance to date 
during Buckle’s seven-game 
unbeaten tenure, the Kenilworth 
Road boss hinted at naming an 
unchanged side at the Racecourse 
Ground. 

“There’s great value in the old 
saying of, ‘if you play well, you keep 
the shirt’, and that’s one thing I don’t 
want to lose sight of,” he said. 

“When I was a player, if I played 
really well but was left out it was 
heartbreaking. 

“Sometimes we’ll change for 
tactical reasons, as we’ve done of 
late, but ultimately I haven’t used too 
many in the starting line-up. 

“It’s good continuity and the players 


have earned to right to play but all 
the other guys that aren’t playing are 
putting pressure on them. 

“To get promoted you need a 
combination of everything, but team 
spirit is a huge thing. 

“I treat every player exactly the 
same and they are all wanting each 
other to do well. There’s competition 
for places but it’s healthy 
competition. It’s not a place where 
players that aren’t in the team are 
nipping round the corner and 
slagging off their peers. 

“They are happy for them but they 
are desperate to be involved.” 

Buckle also stressed that Luton will 
have achieved nothing if they 
manage to prolong their season for 
another game beyond tomorrow. 

“Even if we are lucky enough to win 
this game, we won’t get carried away. 
You can’t in football,” he said, adding: 
“We have to keep working really hard. 
When the time is right and it is our 
time, it will happen for us.”

GRAHAM Earl has ruled out a re¬ 
match with Dean Byrne after his 
fighter Terry Holmes pulled off an 
upset to beat the Irishman on 
points at the Royal Albert Hall last 
weekend. 

Instead, the Lutonian trainer is 
eyeing up potential title shots for 
his unbeaten prospect with either 
the English or Southern Area light 
welterweight straps as the target. 

After the televised fight, which 
saw the iconic London venue host 
boxing for the first time in 13 years, 
a disgruntled Byrne, 27, called for a 
re-match, but Earl is not interested 
in a repeat. 

“We don’t need him now,” he 
said, ading: “We went up to his 
weight and beat him. 

“That’s not Terry’s weight. It was 
an educated gamble but I knew he 


could beat him and that’s why I 
made the fight. We’ll have a look at 
what the best option is but we are 
looking towards an English title at 
light welterweight.” 

Holmes (6(1)-0) not only stepped 
up a division but made the big 
jump from four rounds to eight in 
only his sixth fight. 

It was a controversial contest - 
not least due a strange 67-65 points 
score - but also because of the fifth 
round that echoed an infamous 
incident in Earl’s legendary 2007 
WBO interim lightweight title clash 
with Australian Michael Katsidis. 

Holmes unleashed a blitzkrieg of 
blows that saw Byrne’s corner try to 
call a halt to the fight by throwing in 
a towel. 

The youngster turned to celebrate 
while the Lutonian corner man was 
already halfway across the ring to 
join him, but referee Bob Williams 


was having none of it. He kicked 
the towel out, pushing Earl back 
through the ropes, while Byrne 
launched an attack at an unsus¬ 
pecting Holmes, who only just 
managed to get his guard up. 

Earl said: “I thought Terry had 
stopped him. 

“When the towel went in I 
jumped in but and that should 
have been it. He was robbed of a 
stoppage but I thought he won it 
by four rounds anyway.” 

Indeed, the classier work over the 
eight rounds came from the 
20-year-old and Earl said: “We had 
a game plan, he stuck to it and it 
worked. 

“He did really well and I was 
chuffed. 

“That was the first time that Terry 
has really listened and boxed to 
order and that’s the best I’ve seen 
him fight.”

Willmott back from the 
brink to claim Euro title

DAVID Willmott has saluted the 
martial art which helped haul 
him from the despair of drug 
addiction after he was crowned 
78.1kg European K1 kickboxing 
champion on home soil. 

The Lutonian took another step 
in what he calls his “new life” with 
a brutal five-round points victory 
over Tom Clark at the PureForce 
Promotions 13 World Domination 
show Liquid Nightclub last 
Sunday. 

The former Icknield High 
School student has also previous¬ 
ly cleaned up the English and 
British straps in the last five 
months but his third title in five 
months marked a further step in a 
remarkable three-year rise for the 
34-year-old after coming out of 
rehab. 


He said: “I had quite a few fights 
when I was young but then my 
path changed, I got myself in a bit 
of bother and I stopped for 15 
years. 

“I’ve done rehab so I’ve been 
clean for three years and now I’m 
a European champion. 

“The turning point was when I 
woke up in the morning and 
begged for death because I could¬ 
n’t take another day of what I was 
doing, but then I was doing it five 
minutes later. 

“When someone offered me the 
chance of rehab I jumped at it. 

“Kickboxing gave me something 
to look forward to, gave me a life, 
discipline, confidence and self 
worth. It also gave me a dream, a 
goal and I’ve got it all now. 

“I do talks to youngsters about 
drugs in colleges and schools. I 
try to push sports on to them and 
I do free Thai boxing classes for 


youngsters that live in hostels 
because they’ve got behavioural 
problems.” 

The champion carries the name 
of the East West Gym in Stroud 
where he instructs, as he says, “to 
honour the two instructors from 
there that passed away a number 
of years ago”. But he also returns 
to Luton and Storm Gym on New 
Bedford Road for pre-fight train¬ 
ing camps, spending five days a 
week and five hours at a time per¬ 
fecting his craft before a bout. 

Prior to his European title 
clash, Willmott, nicknamed 
‘The Bull’, had said he was “out for 
blood” and he delivered on his 
promise with series of knees and 
one exquisite spinning back kick 
to Clark’s face. 

But he admitted afterwards that 
it was fighting talk and that he 
didn’t mean the comment literally. 

“I never really wish that on an 


opponent but when I jump in the 
ring, I am coming to hurt you,” he 
said, adding: “I want to knock you 
out and if I can’t then you’re going 
to suffer the consequences and 
that means an extra few rounds of 
taking a hammering. 

“I beat him up for five rounds 
and he didn’t drop so I congratu¬ 
lated him after the fight. I’ve 
added him on Facebook and we 
are quite good friends now. I’ve 
got respect for the guy.” 

Willmott revealed that it’s still 
strange when he thinks that he is 
now a European champion. 

He said: “I just do what I do 
because I love it. I just look in the 
mirror and see normal, average 
Dave, who is a dipstick from time 
to time. So when people say that 
I’m the European champion I 
really have to get my head around 
it, that they’re talking about me. 

“It’s nice but it’s still a bit weird.”

Gray to go on 
the offensive 
in play-off final 
Wembley bid

ATTACK is the only option for Luton, 
according to Andre Gray ahead of tomor¬ 
row’s decisive play-off semi-final second 
leg at Wrexham (4.30pm). 

The Hatters are 2-0 up after Thursday’s 
first leg in which the striker and partner 
Stuart Fleetwood scored during a virtuoso 
display of offensive intent in front of a sea¬ 
son’s best attendance of 9,012. 

The Red Dragons - who finished the reg¬ 
ular season in second place, 17 points bet¬ 
ter off than Town - couldn’t cope with the 
pace of Gray and co, so the hitman sees no 
reason to change tack in Wales. 

“We’ll go there in the same way because I 
think that’s our best form of defence,” said 
the six-goal striker. 

“Parking the bus is never going to hap¬ 
pen because of the size of their players. 
When they boot it forward it could make 
things very difficult. 

“If we sit they will kill us.” 

He added: “We’ve got so much pace from 
back to front. That’s one thing the gaffer 
said to exploit them with and we absolute¬ 
ly destroyed them by doing that. 

“They didn’t know how to live with us.” 


Gray was signed from Hinckley for 
£30,000 in March where his last game had 
been against Colwyn Bay in the Blue 
Square Bet North. 

Now he and his team-mates are poten¬ 
tially 90 minutes away from a place in the 
Blue Square Bet Premier play-off final at 
Wembley on May 20. 

“The play-offs and the chance to play at 
Wembley is what I came here for,” admit¬ 
ted Gray, adding: “A couple of months ago 
I was playing in front of 200 people and 
now I’m playing in front of nine thousand, 
so the difference is massive. 

“I thought the [Luton] crowd were amaz¬ 
ing against Kidderminster but on 
Thursday they blew me away. 

“I was a bit star struck when I was walk¬ 
ing out and the noise they were creating 
was absolutely fantastic.” 

But there were only muted celebrations 
from the Luton players at Kenilworth Road 
after the first leg victory and Gray conced¬ 
ed that was because they have achieved 
nothing yet. 

“Tomorrow is a massive game but it’s only 
half time,” he said. “We can’t be celebrating 
now, we’ve still got a massive job to do.”
